But Mr Dright, 
as a parliamentary debater, not alone does 
not connate with Mr. Gladstone, but has' 
never even attempted to do the same kind 
of work. A uitic has laid down that no 
speaker who always speaks well can be 
an orator of the highest kind, because 
oratory depends so much on the mood, the 
inspiration of the subject, the inspiration 
supplied by the audience. 
Hut it must be 


said of Mr, Gladstone, that he is a t'"t 
orator, who, if he is not always, equal, is 
always able lo compel the admiration of 
those who listen to him. Even a day or 
two's absence of Mr. Gladstone' from his 
place in parliament must strike the house 
of commons with a sense of chill and of 
dimness.

The young ones mav be 
plucked when eight months old, the firs 
plucking is worth fj per bi.d. At sixteen 
months old they may be plucked again 
this and all subsequent pluckings are 
worth S3;; per head, and they may be 
plucked every eight months.

Ful 
grown ostnches are worth from $500 to 
j|8oo per pair in South Africa.
